UNITED STATES COURTS CONVENED.

J u dg e K rekel’s Charg e to tho Grand J ury— 
To -day's Work. 
The United States district and circuit 
courts were in session to-day. 
Owing to the 
absence of J udg e Brewer, J udg e Krekel presided 
over both sections. 
The principal business of the conrts was the 
swearing of theg i'>nd and petit juries. J udg e 
Krekel, in his charg e to the g rand jury, said: 
“ There are many thing s which will come to the 
attention 
of 
the 
jury 
which 
should 
be g iven the g reatest attention. 
I refer to those 
peoplo who under no title or rig ht take po sses­ 
sion of lands which belong to the g overnment 
and others. 
These people are known as Bald- 
Knobbers. 
I will also call your attention to the 
practice which is becoming prevalent now of 
sending 
obscene 
matter 
throug h 
the 
mails. 
The 
United 
States 
postal system 
was never intended for this purpose, and you 
sho uld^ O -e the slig htest hesitation in find­ 
ing true bi? r 
irainst everv one who is g uilty of 
this charg e. There is another thing in r g ard to 
the postal system —the unlawful interference 
with the distributio n of the malls. During the re­ 
cent strikes mail coaches have been stopped, aud 
in some cases the mails have been delayed and 
destroyed. 
These miscreants g uilty of such 
acts strike at everv citizen of this country and 
should be summarily dealt with." J udg e Krekel 
then dwelt upon the violation of the internal 
revenue license and other crimes ag ainst the 
g overnment, and explained to the jury the man­ 
ner in which it shouid proceed ag ainst the o f­ 
fenders. 
In conclusion, J udg e Krekel said: 
“ We are all of us members of one g reat family 
for the preservation of peace and order, for 
which we make certain statutes. Anyone who 
violates these statutes strikes at the harmony of 
our system, and you should allow’ no feeling s of 
pity or prejudice to prevent the punishing of all 
the offenders ag ainst them.” 
J udg e Krekel refused to excuse a number of 
jurors on the g rounds of sickness, adding : “ It 
is a well-known fact that a doctor’s certificate 
can be obtained for the asking , and uiiless it is 
sworn to under oath I will not accept it.” 
Thomas K. Davis pleaded g uilty to cutting 
tw’o oak trees on g overnment land, and was fined 
$6.50. Almmber of violators of internal revenue 
laws pleaded g uilty and were fined from $5 to 
$ 10.

SHOT AT THE CHURCH DOOR. 


Ranker Paw son o f Chicag o Fatally W ound­ 
ed by His Stepson. 
Ch icag o , 111., Oct. 1(5.—Am id a thro ng 
of people at the door of the Third Presbyterian 
church, one of the most fashionable cong reg a­ 
tions in Chicag o, at the close of the services 
yesterday morning , a g ravhaired millionaire 
bank 
president 
was 
remorselessly 
shot 
down by his stepson, to aveng e or shield tho 
wife of the banker shot and mother of the 
assailant, charg ed with continued forg etfulness 
or her mariiag e vows. The banker was Stephen 
W. Rawson, president of the Union Trust com­ 
pany of Chicag o, and tne stepson William Lee, 
ag ed 17. 
Young Lee had been seen for half an 
hour j 
previous pacing the stone sidewalk on* Ashland ; 
avenue near Madison, fronting the Third Pres- j 
byterian church. 
This is the church of which 
Dr. Withrow, recently from Boston, is pasto r,1 
and 
which 
became 
widely 
known as the . 
charg e of Dr. Kittredg e, now located in New \ 
York. Of this church Banker Rawson had long 
been a leading lig ht, and was still an honored 
member, notwithstanding that he had been 
charg ed by his wife with perjury and other o f­ 
fenses enoug h to make him, if true, a veritable 
whited sepulcher. He on the other hand alleg ed 
that she, althoug h prominent in society and a 
beautiful 
womon 
in 
appearance, 
was 
realty a disreputable, 
blasphemous, 
dev­ 
ilish 
tempered 
adventuress, 
wdio coveted 
only his money. For a year or more the tw'o had 
been fig hting each other in the divorce conrts, 
and within a week the banker had filed ag ainst 
her additional charg es of adultery. 
Rawson was about to step to his carriag e, 
when, breaking the sweet majestic tones of the 
g reat org an, came the sharp crack of a revolver 
followed bv a deep g roan. 
With the stifled cry, “ I ’m killed,” the ag ed 
millionaire fell prostrate on the atone flag s, 
upturning his ag onized white face at the cold, 
countenauce of his step-son. Not till tho 
last or tho five chambers had been emptied 
into tho old man’s body did Lee seem to 
breathe. 
When the dying banker reached his homo s.x 
physicians had been called. 
They probed for 
tne bullets and found that all had lodg ed in the 
leg s or arms Bave one, that entered near the 
small of the back, aud nearly as could be judg ed 
had plung ed throug h his abdomen. 
If his life 
was saved it would be little short of amiraole. 
At the police station young Lee asked a re­ 
porter to carry Mrs. Rawson, his mother, the 
news. She occupies apartments at the Conti­ 
nental hotel. The reportor sent up word that 
he had extremely important business and was 
presented without delay to a plump, dark com- 
plexioncd, handsome woman in the prime of 
life, the most noticeable feature of whom was a 
pair of snapping black eyes. 
“ Well 
what business have you? ” said the 
woman. 
“ Your son is arrested. 
He had some trouble 
with Mr. Rawson.” 
'He shot him—but it is not serious,“ quickly 
added the reporter as Mrs. Rawson closed her 
eyes and trembled with oxcitement. 
The last portion of the sentence caused Mrs.- 
Ritwson’s eyelids to raise, and she broug ht her 
head up with a jerk as she exclaimed: “ Oh, don't 
be alarmed. I am all rig ht. 
Go on and tell me 
all. Is he dead? " 
"No, but he iB probably fatally injured. He 
cannot recover from his wounds.” 
“ I would like to ask you what you have to Bay 
about it? " the young man finally asked. “ What 
do you think it w'as done for? " 
In an instant Mrs. Rawson was transformed. 
Her black eyes flashed the lire of deadly hatred 
and she seemed to quiver from head to foot. 
“ What do I think of 
it? ” she. cried. 
“ I 
am g lad of it. He deserved it.” She stopped 
just long enoug h 
to 
catch 
her 
breath. 
“ What was it done for? Because Rawson has 
made me out on the streets to be a public pros­ 
titute. I’ll stand by the boy.” sho cried, raising 
her arm with a dramatic g esture. “ He did more 
than any boy would do. 
He is tho sou of his 
mother.” 
Then, the woman beg an to pace to and fro over 
the heavily carpeted floor. 
“ I intended to do it 
myself,” she exclaimed, suddenly stopping In the 
middle of tho room 
“ Did your son know' of your intention? ” 
Tne woman turned a wicked look on her 
questioner and said sharply: ” r do not know. 
He mig ht iiave known it. Ht surely knew ho 
deserved it." Then she g row hung ry for more 
details of the 
bloody deed. 
She inquired 
where he was shot and some of the circum­ 
stances." “ I am g lad of it,” sho exclaimed. “ In 
front of the church—it was just the place. 
The 
old hypocrite, iu front of the church, pah!" 
Auaiu she asked about tho details. 
“ Did all 
the shots hit him? " she exclaimed, with a look 
of titrerish expression. 
“ Yes, I believe they did." 
“ I’m g lad of it. He deserves all he g ot.” 
At this juncture Mrs. Rawson's lawyer ar­ 
rived and the reporter was promptly excluded. 
When pressed tor his motive Lee buret out, 
“ He tried to prove my mother an adulteress and 
an adventuress. Now he wanted to make out 
my sister a bastard, and that's ail I will say.” 
The career of the young man's mother is in 
many respects remarkable. 
She has been mar­ 
ried several times, was divorced once, and, as a 
department cierk in the g overnment service at 
Washing ton, is understood to have been con­ 
cerned In some decidedly sensational incidents. 
It was as the possessor of considerable real es­ 
tate In Chicag o that she first became acquainted 
with Rawwon. 
Their marr.ag e soon loilowed- 
That was about five or six years ag o. 
Rawson is 67 years 
old, 
and, his wife 
claims, physically a wreck. 
Whatever the 
cause of their disputes, the matter finally 
went to the courts. 
On September 21), 1886, 
Mrs. Rawson’a long threatened bill.lor lezal 
separation 
from 
her 
husband 
was 
filt-d. 
The alleg ations were cruelty and refusal of her 
husband to support her, closing with a recital of 
how ho had installed detectives in their home 
to close it up when Mrs. Rawson should leave 
it, Riwson having in the meantime left tho 
house and taken up his abode with a friend. 
In his answer to the bill Rawson averred that, 
his married life had been a terrible and contin­ 
ual drama of domestic calamity and wretched­ 
ness, the sole cause of which was lils wite's phe­ 
nomenally awful, devilish and wicked temper, 
and habits of profanity and bia^phemv which 
were not revealed to him until after his mar- 
rlaire.

THE PRESIDENT WELCOMED BY TRE­ 
MENDOUS CROWDS AT NASHVILLE. 


H is Speech 
ITnlieard Amid tho Din—A 
Visit to the W idow o f P resident Po lk— 
“ Uncle 
Bo b” 
Harding 
Furnishes 
No vel Entertainment. 


N a s h vi l l e , Oct. 1 7. —Nashville has the 
appearance of a city in the throes of an exciting 
national convention. 
Middle Tennessee claims 
the President for its own for a Sjrief half day 
and has sent its representatives in hundreds 
from all quarters to do the honors of entertain­ 
ment. The st reets of the city are crowded as 
they never were before since tho days of “ Pap” 
Thomas's occupancy r,nd are decorated from 
cellar to crest, in tho richest conceivable man­ 
ner. It is not strang e 
that some enthusiast 
shon'd 
have 
imag ined 
a 
confederate 
flag 
among 
the 
decorations, 
for 
no 
possible 
combination 
of 
national 
colors 
seems be missing . 
Yet a search by responsible 
authorities has tailed to bring to lig ht any­ 
thing to which the most devote'd loyalist could 
object. Mammoth pictures in every g rade of ar­ 
tistic excellence 
span tho thoroug hfares 
or 
cover the fronts of prominent building s and 
banners nominating the g uest of the day for a 
secouai term are as thick as blackberries. 
The President and all his party at Belle Meade 
were 
early 
astir 
this 
morning , 
and 
after a leisure breakfast made

mounted and brilliantly uniformed, and a corps 
of marshals were in attendance. 
Tho g uests 
were placed In carriag es, driven within the fair 
g rounds enclosure and to the club house of tho 
association where the members of the commit­ 
tees and others connected with the reception 
ceremonials were presented to the President. Ar. 
a quarter to nin* the processiou was formed and 
the march to the cltv beg an. 
The route lay 
throug h the fine g rounds of 
the Vanderbilt 
University. 
The 
pupils 
of

institution 
wero 
drawn 
up 
in 
front 
of the university building and as the presiden­ 
tial carriag e came up they received him with 
cheers, in acknowledg ement of which ho raised 
his hat and bowed. 
Chancellor Garland addressed the President, 
expressing tlie pleasure it g ave to all connected 
with the institution to welcome him. The stu­ 
dents waved their hats and cheered ag ain and 
the march was resumed. As it proceeded tho 
several divisions of tho procession, consisting of 
military and civic org anizations, 
benevolent 
orders, state, county and municipal authorities 
and the city schools wero passed in review and 
fell into their places behind. 
The 
principal 
streets of the city were traversed, the populace 
of all g rades and conditions being out upon the 
sidewalks. 
When the Maxwell

reached Mrs. Cleveland and lier escort alig hted

The President and the procession 
made their way to the capltol where the welcom­ 
ing formalities took place.

The President was first escorted to the g ov­ 
ernor's room, and tliouce, after some introduc­ 
tions, back to the rotunda. From this point he 
went to the south front, whero, upon the spa­ 
cious stone-pillar portico. Governor Taylor re­ 
ceived him in the name of the state and people. 
A considerable crowd of people made its way 
into the capitol, misled by a chang e of pro­ 
g ramme, ami those In their efforts to g et within 
hearing distance made it. diHicult for marshals to 
keep those in front of them from being pushed 
upon the President. The g reat mass remaining 
in front was 
unaware 
that any formalities

Governor Taylor’s speech was a brief but elo­

embodied an eloquent 
tribute to thecharactc-of tlie President. 
To both the President replied as follows: 
“ I reg ret that my stay to-day at the capital of 
Tennessee must be necessarily so brief as to 
cur! ail the coveted opportunity to see more at 
leisure this handsome city and its hospitable 
people. Nasville’s beautiful location, the fer­ 
tility of its surrounding country and the wealth 
of the mineral, resources in its

THE PRESIDENT GETS LEFT. 


He and H is Party Are D etained and the 
Speciitl Departs W itho ut Them. 
N ash vil l e , T enn ., Oct. 1 7.—At M cK en­ 
zie, Tenn., the President, Mrs. Cleveland and 
the postmaster g eneral actually g ot left, tho 
special train starting g aily off for Nashville 
without them. The place is the crossing of two 
lines of railroad at rig ht ang les, and tho pro­ 
posed route of the excursionists deflected from 
northeast to southeast. When the train came 
to a atop the mayor boarded the President’s car 
and informed him tbat a platform had been 
erected close by the train and that 5,000 people 
were waiting to see and hear him. 
"I will not talk." said the President, “ but 
since you have made such preparations, we will 
g o out aud shake hands with as many as po ssi­ 
ble. Have them pass quickly, for we haven’t 
but a minute to stop.” 
Thereupon the President, Mrs. Cleveland and 
the 
postinoater-g eneral alig hted, the crowd 
cheered, and the artillery beg an its pounding . 
The railroad people started the train ahead to 
run it ac^ jss the “ Y," and upon the other liue. 
Eng ine 
.'ere chang ed, and a g eneral manag er’s 
car—the second instance since leaving Wash­ 
ing ton—was sandwiched between the eng ine 
and the vestibule train with the g eneral mana­ 
g er aboard. The train came upon the side of the 
station opposite that at which t he travelers had 
alig hted and pulled slowly past, started out on 
its way to Nashville. Aa it g athered headway 
General Ag ent Baldwin, of the Pullman compa­ 
ny, discovered the absence of tho President and 
had the train return. 
The President came aboard laug hing , but re­ 
marked with a g reat deal of emphasis that he 
would not consent to leave the train except at 
tho places indicated in the prog ramme of ar­ 
rang ements. 
At 9:15 the train reached Belle Meade, six 
miles from Nashville, where ex-Senator jnow 
judg e) J ackson and his brother, General W. H. 
J ackson, entered the President's car and wel­ 
comed the party. The President, Mrs. Cleve­ 
land and Colonel Lamont entered the carriag e c>f 
General J ackson to become his g uests untii 
Monday morning , while the postmaster g eneral 
and Mrs. Vilas, Dr. Bryant and Mr. Bissell ac­ 
companied the ex-senator. 


A SUNDAY IN THE SOUTH. 


The President M eets a Noted Local Char­ 
acter and the W idow o i President Polk. 
N a s h vi l l e , T enn ., Oct. 1 7. — The P res- 
deat V ester day made the personal acquaintance 


of Uncle Bob Harding , the noted colored major 
domo of the Betle Meade stock farm, and one of 
the c h ie f authorities on blooded stock in the 
world. It was intended that the day should be, 
for the President, one of restful quiet—and so it 
was; but the temptation to a stroll over the 
park-like sward and among the lordly oaks of the 
g reat breeding farm was irresistible.

were no crowds, none but the family aud ser­ 
vants about. 
fact, and the weather vms per­ 
fect. So t 
^resident and Mrs. Cleveland, ac- 
compn :.ed by their host, 
General J ackson, 
sauntered out, and of course Uncle Bob was in 
the way. 
It was a g reat day for the old mrm. “ I met him 
very courteously,” (meaning curiously) said ho 
to one of the President's party later in the day. 
.Tust think, O Lordy, that I should live (53 
years and then seethe president.” 
W hy Bob, is iie the first president you ever 
met f 
O no. I seed General J ackson, aud Mr. Polk, 
but iie is the fust oue I ever g ot in my hand.” 
“ And how did 
you like 
Mrs. 
Cleveland. 
Bob? ” 
‘O, she do beat 'em all, and she certainly do 
know a g ood boss.” 
Passing the stables the President and Mrs. 
Cleveland and General J ackson sauntered out 
into the deer park—400 acres of blueg rass 
shaded by spreading oaks and ash—and sud­ 
denly, as they stood upon a knoll taking in 
the enchanting beauty of the scene, a drove of 
more than 200 deers came bounding past — 
splendid larg e fellows, scampering as if for 
life, and hardly touching the g round. This 
ag ain was Uncle Bob’s work. As soon as the 
visitors entered the park he had the deers cor­ 
ralled in a corner and then drove them past in 
review. 
In the afternoon the President, Mrs. Cleveland 
and Colonel Lamont. were driven over to J udg e 
J ackson's residence, about a mile from Ballo 
Meade, where they joined the Postmaster Gen­ 
eral and Mrs. Vilas and Messrs. Bissell and 
Bryant at dinner, and subsequently the Presi­ 
dent and Mrs. Cleveland, escorted bv General 
J ackson, drove into Nashville to pay thoir re­ 
spects to Mrs. Polk.

Governor Taylor made the presentation of the 
President to Mrs. Polk. 
The latter extended 
her hand and said: “ Mr. President, I am indeed 
delig hted to meet you." 
"And I to meet you, Mrs. Polk,” replied tho 
President. “ I have looked forward to this visit 
with a most pleasant anticipation.” 
One of those present was an old Irishman, a 
g entleman of wealth and culture, who was in­ 
troduced by Governor Porter. 
Mrs. Cleveland 
expressed her delig ht at making the acquain­ 
tance of a friend of Governor Porter. 
The old 
g entleman’s eyes twinkled as he looked at her a 
moment. “ Madame,” said he, “ there is but one 
remark I wish to make. You are purtier than 
your pictures.” 
Somebody, exactly who, it is impossible to 
learn, started a story this even ing that a rebel 
flag was floating in the breeze at one of the prin­ 
cipal corners m the city. Investig ation was im­ 
mediately made by representatives of both the 
local and outside press, but no f./undation for 
the story could be g athered. 
The tale was sent 
over the telephone trorn some point in the city 
to Belle Meade. That nothing ot the sort oc 
curred la firmly believed.

Opposed to a Commercial Union. 
O tta w a , Ontario, 
Oct. 1 7.—Throug h 
one of its member.-*, Hon. J . A. Chapleau, secre­ 
tary of state, the g overnment lias at last defined 
its position in reg ard to the ag itation now 
g oing on in connection with the commercial 
union. Mr. Chapleau, on behalf of the g overn­ 
ment, has said: 
“ Commercial union is an idea which can never 
prevail in Canada. It is impossible in its pres­ 
ent premat ure state, It started in the brain of 
a g entleman, who, having made a larg e fortune 
in the States, now soug ht notoriety as the father 
of this movement. It could not. succeed because 
it would destroy our Canadian Industries and 
our Canadian nationality. It hold out delusive 
hopes to the ag riculturist, and while I believe 
Canadians do not desire it, I feel safe Ameri­ 
cans will not have it. There was nobody in the 
United States who would embrace the idea of 
commercial union unless they thoug ht it meant 
political union as well. Such political union 
would wipe out for ever all hopes aud aspira­ 
tions of the people for a Canadian nationality, 
and would deprive them of all the blessing s 
they now enjoy."

In designs a reviva l of the polona ise is 
evident, some Paris m odistes having aband­ 
oned the basque excep t for trained dresses, and 
the sp ecial feature of the p rincesse dress—its 
continuous breadths from top to bottom —is 
seen in many ways. 
The 
p olonaises 
most 
largely im p orted are 
p arts of woollen cos­ 
tumes. though they are also made up of silks. 
Some of the models have the corsage crossing 
to fasten on the left hip , and thu s give a full 
long ap ron front below; others ha ve a band of 
the contrasting material of the skirt inserted 
like a narrow p anel up the front, making the 
fastening there its whole 
length, while still 
others are cu t in redingote shap e, and left op en, 
as tea gowns aro, over a flowing front breadth 
for the skirt, and a vest is added of tho m a­ 
terial shown in the op en skirt. 
Basques, however, will p revail here, notw ith­ 
standing the p resence of tho p olonaise, and are 
now cu t longer on the blp s, being merely rou nd­ 
ed there in cuirass fashion, or else cu t square on 
the sides, like the Louis Quatorze coat, w ith flat, 
square p ockets, or with long, slender tabs reach­ 
ing nearly to the foot, of the skirt. The arrange­ 
m ent of the front of the corsage is suscep tible 
of great variety, a fancy, which is sometimes 
carried to eccentricity, being that of making 
each side different, as fullness on one shoulder 
w ith none on the other, a revers on one side and 
drap ery on the op p osite, or else one side very 
much trimmPd w ith embroidery or ribbons and 
the other qu ite p lain; the right side is usually 
the p oint d ’ap p ui for single garnitures. A p ret­ 
tier fashion, and becoming alike to slender aud 
p lum p figures, is that of bringing the trim m ing 
from each side ju st below the armnoles, having 
it meet in the midd.e like a bodice or p easant 
w'aist; this may be or p iece velvet, or of ribbons, 
or of galloon laid in V’s, or else the dress goods 
may be in bodice shap e, w ith the u p p er p art of 
the corsage of a contrasting material, p robably 
matching tho sleeves and skirt. 
Coat sleeves are p referred by French design­ 
ers for all bu t house gowns, where those w ith 
fulness in lengthwise p leats are p referred. Many 
skirts are made w ithou t front or side drap eries, 
the m aterial being p leated down tho middle of 
the front, flat on sides, or gathered there aud 
massed In great fullness behind. There aro, 
however, many long ap rons and also short 
p aniers which show' no great chauge from those 
now used. The back drap ery is full aud long, 
with extra fulness p ushed up at the top or drop ­ 
p ing over there, or else the lower corners are 
drawn up on the sides to the top , the middle is 
laid in thick p leats aud a round effect is given 
below. 
Irish p op lins are revived in Scotch p laids that 
are regular clan tartans, also in the Prince of 
Wales p laid of blue and green together, and also 
in fanciful French coloring. These p laids are to 
be used for kilt skirts and drap eries w ith cloth 
basques—a fashion long in favor with young 
ladies. A p retty model is a kilt in wide p leats of 
green and blue p laid p op lin w ith crossbars of 
bright red and canary yellow. A breadth of the 
p op lin p asses around the hip s as a sash, hang­ 
ing behind in loop s and two long ends that are 
fu rnished w ith silk fringe netted at the top in 
all the colors of the p laid. The basque is of 
dark blue broadcloth made double-broas&ed bo- 
low on the darts, fastening far back on the left 
side, and trim m ed across w ith 
throo black 
tw isted silk cords curving from largo square 
bu ttons of crocheted silk. 
A new cloth, called Himalaya, and also Angora 
cloth, has a long soft fleece like that on the Him - 
alava shawls, and is very effective either as 
trim m ing in borders on skirts, or as the lower 
skirt u nder a w^ool p olonaise. The fleece is so 
long and firm th at this cloth is used with raw 
edges, which tho fleece covers, ju st as fu r is cat, 
making it excellent for borders (three in a row) 
on cloth skirts, and requ iring only p inked leaf 
p oints at the foot when used as a skirt. 
Velvet cloth is a new wool fabric w ith thick 
p ile like velvet, and is sometimes called cardinal 
cloth, because it is used for the rich robes o? 
cardinals, esp ecially in the bright red shades 
now in vogue. This su bstantial cloth needs no 
trim m ing, and is used for tho lower skirt, the 
sleeves, and the side forms of basques in com­ 
bination w ith soft rep p ed faille, Sicilienne, or 
Bengaline of a contrasting color, such as deep 
rnvrtle green or dark steel gray. 
Black trim m ings are the fashion of the mo­ 
ment for trim m ing colored fabrics, rivaling those 
of gold or ot tinsel. The na^sementeries, w heth­ 
er of beads or silk cords, are either all black or 
else are p artly black, and black braid and biack 
furs are used on garm ents of any color. Crystal 
beads 
a r e a l s o in great favor either w ith gold, 
silver, or black centres, and are combined w ith 
gold braid, tinsel, and silk cords in all tbe new 
gimp s and ornam ents for corsages and for wrap s. 
Changeable moires combined with changeable 
velvet and trim m ed with embroidery of crystal 
beads are seen in the rich costumes for p aying 
neremonious visits and for afternoon recep tions. 
The moire is laid in fiat large p e a ts down the 
fro n t of the skirt; side breadths of the velvet 
are gathered at the toj>, or else flat and elabo­ 
rately wrought with Iread embroidery crossed 
w ith “rain fringe” of small op alesc3nt beads 
showing all the tin ts of the rainbow ; the back 
is in jabot folds ot the moire. The basque of 
moire is covered across the lower p art of tho 
front w ith the changeable velvet, and em broid­ 
ered above with 
beads. 
Snch costumes are 
shown in blue changing to red. and in green 
■with red. A short round m antel is made of tho 
velvet, and a cap ote, also or the velvet, has 
changeable watered ribbon for its trimm ing, 
v/ith long stream ers hanging behind. 
A more simp le vet elegant toilette has a p olo­ 
naise of gray-blue Bengaline over a skirt of gray- 
blue p lush. w ith large shaded disks of gray and 
bine. Still others are made of faced cloth drap ed 
over a velvet skirt of contrasting color, which is 
richly embroidered around the foot with the col­ 
ors of thec.oth combined with gold cord. 
Elesrant black dresses are of velvet, with real 
Cnantilly lace and gray-white silk wrought with 
fine jet beads directly on the silk in cross-rows 
alternating w ith rows of “rain fringo’’—long 
close strands of fine small beads with scarcely 
any heading. This silk forms a side breadth on 
the left, the velvet is directly in front, drap ed 
in cross folds to the foot, and covering the right 
side: deep lace covers the top of the silk side 
(on the left) like ap anier, descending beyond it 
to the foot In a great jabot.

TOO MANY DOCTORS. 


S itie 
YF. A H am m ond on th e B u siness 
of tlie Profession. 
New Vork Letter to the St. Louis Bep ublican. 
‘ I here a re 500 doctors in this city more tha n 
is needed,” sa id Dr. Willia m A. Ha mmond, a s he 
lea ned ba ck in his cha ir a nd gla nced benignly 
a t a pile of ba uk bills on the ta ble before him, 
a ll of which were either of ¡fllty or § 520 denomi­ 
na tions. Tho fa mous physicia n ia a bout 00 
yea rs old. wea rs a closely cropped' Vhite bea rd 
a ud ha s sla to-colored eyes. 
His,expression a nd 
ma nner indica te a kindly disposition from 
which keen business methods a jid Success ha ve 
ground off a ll excrescences of .useless genoros- 
ity. 
A ma n whose pra ctice is a s oxitended a s his 
is, ha s little time for a nything but business, a nd 
yet Dr. Ha mmond never fa ils to m^ke time for 
doing wha t it seems to him ma y result in benefit 
to others. 
It wa s this impulse th^ led him to 
ta lk a bout his profession a fter he ha d disposed 
of thirty pa tients who ha d ca lled1 a nd while his 
ca rria ge wa ited a t tho door to ta ke fiim to those 
who wero una ble to lea ve their houses. 
‘•Da niel Wobster used to sa y,* ho continued, 
‘‘tha t thero is plenty of room a t the top.” It is 
true in medicine a s olsewhero, .Wtxit is a ha rd 
climb to get there. The profession is sa dly 
overcrowded, a nd in no pla cos morb so tha n in 
the groa t cities to which young l'ellows flock in­ 
duced by the prospects of grea t rewa rds. There 
is a nother incentive to settling in a grea t city, 
a nd a worthier one, no doubt, in tha t hero the 
opportunities for study a re immea sura bly grea t­ 
er tha n in the country. 
I do not mea n in the 
severa l schools here so much a s in the va st pop­ 
ula tion which develop a ll known disea ses a nd 
brings ca ses to the hospita ls in such numbers 
tha t in a compa ra tively short time a student 
physicia n ma y ha ve under his eye substa ntia lly 
a ll tho forms of ma la dy which it is desira ble ho 
should know a bout. This is of the grea test pos­ 
sible va lue to thoso who a ro interested in spec­ 
ia lties, a nd I would sa y tha t I believe tha t it is 
the sensiblo thing for young doctors to endoa v- 
or to ma ke themselves specia lists. This in spite 
of tho fa ct tha t the specia l fields a re getting 
crowded a s well a s the genera l fields. 
But tho 
specia list ha s more to look forwa rd to in tho 
wa y of rowa rds tha n tho genera l pra ctitioner, 
a nd more to hope for in the wa y of contributing 
to the a dva nce of the science; for it is rea sona ­ 
ble tha t more ca n be lea rned of the progress of 
disea se a nd its trea tment from a studious a ppli­ 
ca tion of a ttention to one form tha n from con­ 
sidering such ca ses a s ma y a rise in a genera l 
pra ctice. 
I wa s ono of the iirst to ma ke a spec­ 
ia lty of nervous disorders, a nd I supposo I a m 
a s prominent a s a nybody iu tha t line. 
It is a 
very poor da y whonl do not ta ke iu $200.” 
Hero the doctor roso a bruptly a nd took of his 
Coa t. 
He resumed his ta lk a a he buttoned a n­ 
other coa t over his imma cula te white vest a nd 
busied himsolf with tucking his pile of bills in 
a sa fe pla ce a nd ma king other prepa ra tions for 
his visits to dista nt pa tients. 
“ If a young ma n, a fter getting his diploma , 
ca n get with a n esta blished physicia n who will 
throw the surplus of his pra ctice in the young 
ma n's wa y a nd givo him the benefit of his long 
experience, he will ha ve by fa r tho best cha nce 
of buccoss. 
For here, a s in a ll other lines of 
work, influence tells. 
My son is a doctor who 
ha s been in tho profession six yea rs. 
He ma kes 
ten thousa nd a yoa r, but he could not bo doing 
tha t if he ha d not ha d me to help him. 
A fa ir 
a vera ge pra ctice for a young doctor wiio ha s got 
ordina ry a bility is two thousa nd a yea r. There 
a re ma ny who do not succeed a t a ll. 
It isn't 
tha t young men a re so a ctively opposed. 
But 
when ho sta rts in nothing is known a bout him. 
He ha s to ma ke his own success a t tho sta rt by 
persistent effort, hoping to ma ke a hit by the 
trea tment of some ha rd ca ses. 
It is when a 
young physicia n ha s bocomo successful enough 
to a ttra ct a ttention tha t rea l opposition to him 
is developed. 
Then others try to crowd him 
out, for his success injures them a ll more or 
lea s. 
Wha t a doctor needs more tha n a nything 
else besides his lea rning, is ta ct in dea ling with 
pa tients. 
If ho ha s ta ct a nd perseverenco he 
will be likely to get on. 
He ought a lwa ys to 
keep up his studies, for a physicia n is never too 
old to lea rn. 
Tho scienco is consta ntly a dva nc­ 
ing, a ud it behoovos a good pra ctitioner to keep 
a brea st of the times 1 a m consta ntly delving 
into subjects a kin to my specia lty, rea ding on 
them a nd even devoting considera ble time to 
writing a bout them. And while on this point £ 
wa nt to sa y empha tica lly tha t a young physicia n 
should not try to support himself by tea ching 
or a ny othfr kind of work while pursuing his 
studies. 
IIo should give his whole time to tho 
ma tter a nd ma ke up his mind to be a doctor 
with a ll tha t implies, or nothing.” 
“ Then would you be inclined to dissua do a 
young ma n without ca pita l from underta king 
the study of medicine? ” 
-‘Everything depends upon tho yonng ma n. 
There a re some men so full of energy a nd per­ 
severa nce tha t no obsta cle is too grea t to pre­ 
vent them from trying for a nd winning success 
in medicine. But ca pita l to livo on for a time 
until a pa ying pra ctice ca n bo ga indd is a most 
desira ble thing.” 
The doctor wa s rea dy to go, a nd a gorgeous 
colorod ma n in full dress suit a nd bra ss buttons 
opened tho door for him, a nd he stopped into a 
richly fitted open ca rria ge a nd his liveried 
driver turned his spa n of gra y horses up tho 
a vonuo.

RAiLRQAP N EWS! 
Tou rist rates to Florida t his year will be $1« ) 
or $1 - lower than last winter. Tho reduction 
is made in an effort to stem the tide of travel to 
tho Pacific coast. 
The New Ham p shire legislature has indefi­ 
nitely p ostp oned action on tho law comp elling 
the railroads within the state to make a p assen­ 
ger rate of 2 cents p er mile. 
Beginning w ith to-day all tho emp loyes in the 
Santa Fo shop s at Top eka, num bering 1,500, will 
work nine hours instead of ton, and suffer a re­ 
du ction of 10 p er cent in their wages. 
Since tho first of Janu ary the Atchison, To­ 
p eka and Santa Fe comp any has raiBed $50,000,- 
000—a larger sum than was ever raised for a 
railroad comp any in the world in a single year. 
The Pennsylvania comp any is reducing the 
nu m ber of cars to be hauled by ono locomotive 
and increasing the sp eed of the freight trains. 
Fu lly 50 p er cent of the cars they now haul on 
the Pennsylvania lines carry 50.000 to t‘0,000 
p ounds for a car load, and w ith th e reduced 
num ber of cars there is more tonnage hauled 
on oach train. 
All connecting Northwestern roads of the 
M innesota & Northwestern 
have withdrawn 
tboir joint tariffs to Lake Michigan p oltfts on 
the ea^tand Missouri river p oints on the'w est. 
This is in consequence or the redu ction in 
freight rates made by the M innesota it N orth­ 
western in Anguso, and is intended to force the 
road back to the former high rates.

The Cra ftsma n , W ashington, p u blishes the de­ 
tailed rep ort for the iirst year of Jam es J. Dai­ 
ley, treasu rer of the Childs-Drexel fund,showing 
a total of $5,181.22 added by the p rinters to the 
Childs-Drexel check for $10,000, and says: 
"Now for a still better showing for the second 
year!" 
The En g in eerin y N’eics 
asserts th at the ballots 
so far feceived indicate the adop tion of the 
recommendations of the M aster Car Bu ilders’ 
association concerning au tom atic coup lers “by 
at least the necessary tw o-thirds.”

It ha s been itera ted until the sa ying 
tins 
almost p assed Into a p roverb, that the native 
Americans are dying ou t and th at the country 
is mainly dep endent for its increase of p op ula­ 
tion up on the influx of foreigners and their de­ 
scendants. 
While m any thinking p eop le are not p rep ared 
to accep t this idea as containing an incontesta­ 
ble 
tru th, 
it 
is 
m anifest 
that 
business 
men. 
at least, 
whom 
the 
su bject closely 
touches, 
have 
examined 
it 
carefully 
and are p rep ared to give it their endorsem ent. 
Ih ls may p erhap s su rp rise those who do not 
realize how closely cause aud effect is stu died by 
the keen investor. 
In no instance, however, is 
the general accep tance of the theory, that an 
American marriage m u st be a childless o n e - 
more m anifest, than in the p lan and constru c­ 
tion of the fla t, or ap artm ent intended and 
a dvertisedas a “Residence for a Small Fam ily.” 
D uring the p resent season num erous bu ild­ 
ings have been erected divided into flats—hand­ 
some and attractive, the exterior well p lanned 
and comfortably arranged w ithin, bu t w ith this 
idea p aram ount, th at the fam ily not only ie, bu t 
m u st continue to be, literally of the smallest. In ­ 
sp ection of these ap artm ent houses shows: A 
neat entrance, handsome p arlor or p arlors, a 
good dining room, a kitchen,—given in addition 
the sin e q u a n o n 
of a cap able ch ef— suggesting a 
p ossible round of Lu cu llus-like feasts,—a well 
fitted bath room, servants’ qu arters, p lenty of 
closets—and o n e bedroom. 
Were this the p lan of only a few of these 
newly bu ilt “flats,” ono m ight readily sup p ose 
that they had been 
constru cted w ith sp ecial 
reference to the honeymoon year, wdien a nest 
cannot be too cosy for the hap p y coup le, and the 
new Benedict would rise up and bless the archi­ 
tect whose arrangem ents p recluded the looked 
for and much dreaded invitation to his m other- 
in-law. 
B u t the rule 
is a general one, au d in d i­ 
cates 
th a t the Kansas City builders, 
like 
Canute of old, have said “Thus far shalt thou go, 
and no fu rther,” and being discip les of M althus 
evidently, aud convinced th a t there should be 
a chock to the increase of p op ulation 
have 
argued in this w ise: “What check can be 
of 
greater efficacy, than a p ractical indication th at 
there is no room for a larger p op u lation? 
“ The fla t is a microcosm. 
No sp are room in 
the fla t—3rgo: no spa re room in the world." 
True, the young coup le is sp ared much trou ble 
by this lim itation of sp ace; they are secure from 
the im p ortune invasion of cou ntry cousins, and 
need not dread tho p re-em p tion of the gnost 
chamber for an indefinite p eriod by any m others- 
in-iaw.

In tho United States of America it may be, as 
now, for instance in Norway, where the cou ntry 
is p eop led p retty nearly up to its resources, so 
that the p op ulation can increase bu t slowly; 
where as a man grows up ho step s Into tho va­ 
cant niche in the com m unity which was waiting 
for him —(or if not vacant, ho m u st wait for it)— 
where yonng men and maidens as thoy arrivo at 
m atu rity, though they fall in love and aro 
betrothed as 
elsewhere, do not, 
or rather 
can 
not, m arry 
u ntil a “h o u sem a n m 
dies, 
or u ntil in some way or another room is m ade 
for them? 
Such reflections as these are the surely not 
u nnatu ral resu lt of a somewhat p rotracted, but, 
alas, unsuccessful search for a fla t adap ted to 
tlie w ants of a “small family."

w ithou t 
being comp elled to give up hall his income iu 
retu rn. 
Ia this connection one’s thou ghts tu rn invol­ 
u ntarily to comp arison with other countries.and 
while everyone will adm it, tha* in the m atter of 
comfort, lu xu ry and in m any resp ects, conven­ 
ience of arrangem ent, the American builder lias 
not only taken a leaf ou t of the book of his 
Europ ean co n frere, bu t ho has far ou tstrip p ed 
hi m. I t 1s likewise tru e th at having as far as 
p ossible “p roved all things,” one is almost will­ 
ing to relinquish some of the essential American 
im p rovem ents in favor of the light, air and 
greater sp ace afforded in continental ap art­ 
m ents. 
At the p resent moment the w riter thinks, 
w ith a feeling akin to homesickness, o? a year 
sp ent in Southern Germany, in the charming 
city of S tu ttgart, dear to the hearts of many 
Americans, with whom it is a favorite resort. 
There, a b el eta o e in a fashionable p art of the 
town, say the Necka r Btra sse,—consisting of 
drawing room, dining room, library, three bed­ 
rooms and 
kitchen, 
w ith 
servants’ 
q u ar­ 
ters in tho attic, can be had for the reason­ 
able rental of one hundred marks or twenty-five 
dollars p er month. 
Every room sp acious and 
woll lighted, for snch a thing as a dark chamber, 
or one op ening up on a “well” is a thing unknown, 
and all fu rnished with the. comfortable, if not 
strictly beautiful w hite p orcelain stone. True, 
these ap artm ents do not bonst of onr “modern 
conveniences’*—stationary 
w ashtu bs or even 
ru nning water in the kitchen you may look 
for

vain, 
bu t 
bright, 
rosv cheeked, 
fi.niling L ’zette, the cook, is content to use the 
p um p in the cou rt yard, and Is, besides, a p ic­ 
tu re worth looking at,

hut the custom p revails in all continental cities
